THE ALABAMA SCARE, 


What the Bond Speculaters.and Care 
petsbaggers are up to—Recon- 
struction Their Only Hope. 


[Chieago Tribune, Sept. 3.] 

_Itis a dull season at Washington. 
Newspaper Correspondents consequently 
pick up items wherever they. can’ find 
them, and pay Slight regard to their 
truthfulness. Just now, the mythical 
murders are all happening in Alabama. 
There are a very few apparently authen- 
ticated reports of outrage, but the vast 
ror ed of the stories are mere ramors, 
without a shred of evidence. The sud- 
den outbreak of outrages in this -:particu- 
lur state is readily explained. It is of 
very great importance to carry the fall 
election in Alabama, The great prize is 
not the gubernatorial chair or the con- 
trol of the legislature. It is the judiciary. 
The men who will expound the law for the 


fall. Such spoils are eagerly striven for. 
The stronghold of the carpet baggers and 
their colored followers in each stat3 has 
been the judiciary. They have owned 
their judges as Fisk weber his, and they 
have been emboldened thereby, as he 
was, to fearlessly defy public morality 
and decency. The Conservatives of 
North Carolina rejoiced far more over 
their regaining control of the supreme 
bench than over their sweefing victory 
in the election of congressmen, Which- 
ever party in a southern state possesses 
the sympathy of the courts holds the key 
of the situation. In Alabama, as in most 
of the southern states, the legality ef the 
issue of several sets of bonds will soon 
have to be judicially passed upon. There 
is one’ particular batch of ‘$2,000,000 
that an upright judiciary cannot 
fail to declare illegal. In 1872 Ala- 
bama chose a republican governor and a 
democratic legislature, ‘The latter con- 
vened and installed the governor, He 
then at once recognized anether legisla- 
ture republican. sitting outside the state- 
house. This body voted an issue of 
$2,000,000 in bonds. They went into 
the vaults of New York private bankers, 
who are said to have paid 10 cents on the 
dollar for them, aliiough the state treas- 
ury hever received # cent. A compro- 
mise was patched up at Washington by 
Attorney-General Williams between the 
two legislatures, so that they were fused 
together, The democrats hada majority 
in one house of the compromise legisla- 
ture, the republicans in the other. The 
condition of this arrangement was, how. 
ever, that the legality of the $2,000,000 
issue should not be questioned! Of 
course the bonds have never 
been paid, and never will be paid 
unless a corrupt judiciary aftirms. their 
legality. ‘The loss will fall upon no inno- 
cent holder. The whole lot is in the hands 
of those who, by greedily buying all sorts 
of southern bonds ata few cents on the 
dollar, offered a standing temptation to 
carpet-baggers to issue them. This class 
of speculators did all that any northerner 
could do to demoralize southern politics, 
It is rare poetic justice if they suifer for 
their sins now. When so much is hang- 
ing on the election, it is not strange that 
the Alabama carpet-baggers are doing 
their best to foment the hateful pas 

sions, north and south, on which their 
continuance in power depends. It is the 
easiest thing in the world to concoct 
a lie about outrages hundreds of miles 
away. Wemay expect to hear 
that are worse and worse as the day of 
election draws near, It is well to. re- 
member the gory rumors ‘from Vicks- 
burg, the call for federal troaps to pre- 
vent the massacre of the blacks by the 
whites, and the compl ic quictus eviven 
to these senseless stories by the peaceful 
election. If reconstruction, after nine 
years’ trial has proved such an utter fail- 
ure as republicans now assert it to be, 
the fact shows the folly of letting that 
party botch the job again. Let the fed 
eral administration keep its hands off, 
and let the states work out their own sal- 
vation. No other power can do it for 
them.

As I stand in Wall street, after the lapse 
of these ten years (which does not seem 
one-quarter that time) [ look round and 
call these once powerful names—but no 
one answers. Whore is the once mighty 
Leonard. Jerome? lis name is almost 
forgotten in the scenes of his former tri- 
ulmphs. Le lost all of his splendid for- 
tune and is now supported by his wife. 
Ketchum is poor, and is getting his living 
from hand to mouth. LeGrand Lock- 
wood lost every dollar, and his splendid 
picture gallery was sold at auction 
for the benefit of his credit- 
itors. The Norwalk palaee went 
inthe same manner. Its owner died in 
debt and overwhelmed by misfortune, 
though but a short time previously he 
was worth a million. Dimmick, who 
built a palace in New Jersey, has gone to 
ruin, and out of a half a million hardly a 
dollar is left.

Out of that office Northern Pa- 
cific bonds to the amount of $14,000,000 
were issued, and never has artful puffery 
been more successful than im thersale of 
their worthless paper, which was adver- 
tised Ina style which the most accom 
plished quack might,envy. ‘These bonds 
will keep Cooke’s name from being for 
gotten.—New York correspondence - Ro- 
chester Democrat.

Mrs. Bristow’s Fortune Doesn’t 
Amountto Much, After ali. 
EVANSVILLE, IND., August 20.—I no- 
tice in the Indianapolis Sentinel of yes- 
terday morning, an extract trom a letter 
to the Fort Wayne Sentinel, in which the 
writer makes tbe statement that it is 
probable, and in fact it is chronicled as 
u certainty, that Mr, Bristow. secretary 
of the treasury, will resign, to civé his 
personal attention to the settling up of an 
estate said to be left to Mrs. Bristow by 
an uncle, valued at half a million, aud of 
which the secretary is sole executor, 
Now nothing could be more absurd than 
this, as the following facts cleaned from 
a gentleman in this city, an intimate 
friend of General Bristow and the 
wealthy uncle will show. A maiden 
aunt of Mrs. Bristow was, before the war, 
murried to a wealthy but eccentric old 
gentleman Colonel  IJlaynes, who 
lived in hentucky, not very far from 
Louisville. During the rebellion, Col- 
onel Haynes, too old to enter the army, 
took sides with the confederates and 
used considerable of his means in aiding 
that faction, and so bitterly partisan was 
he that he refused to recognize or speak 
to such of his friends as did not agree 
with him in regard to the doctrine ot se- 
cession. He was joined in this feeling by 
Colonel Weller, confederate officer the 
husband 6f Mrs, Bristow’s sister. As 
General Bristow’s sympathies were en- 
tirely contrary to those of his relatives, a 
rupture was sowed between the families, 
the sisters, Mrs. Weller and Mrs. Bris- 
two, however, exchanging visits. ‘This 
was kept up after the war, andit is said 
even to this day. 
After the close of the rebellion, the 
wife of Colonel Haynes died, and as she 
left no children, the old gentleman took 
up his residence with the family of Col. 
Weller, by whom he was treated with 
great tenderness and care, Some two 
years ago, to reward the two sisters for 
their goodness toward him, he presented 
Mrs. Weller and Mrs. Bristow each with 
$0,000. Such was the feeling between 
the family, that General B. forbid Mrs, 
Bristow to accept the handsome amount, 
but was finally prevailed upon to allow 
his wife to receive the sum. Some 
months ago, a short time after Mr. Bris- 
tow accepted the portfolio in the cabinet, 
Col. Haynes died, leaving Col. Weller 
sole executor of his estate. It was found, 
on the examination of his affairs, that the 
methodical old man had, previous;to his 
death, secretly disposed of his real estate, 
property, and valuables, and invested the 
procecds in bonds of the United States, 
the government of which-he repeatedly 
declared he hated, 

On opening the will, Col. Weller tound 
that he had been made sole executor, and 
thatthe heirs to the old colonel’s proper- 
ty were Mrs. Weller and Mrs. Bristow. 
After disposing of his personal effects, 
he devised the bulk of his fortune.to be 
divided between his meces, as he ealled 
the ladics. ‘The fortune consisted of 
$120,000 in bonds, stowed _ safely 
away jn one corner of safe. 
The affairs of Colonel Haynes 
had been so well arranged previous to his 
demise, that in less than a week thereafter 
the division was properly made, and the 
estate satisfactorily adjusted. 

While $60,000 is a very snug little sum, 
the figures and cireumstances connected 
with this knock all the romance out of 
the half a million dollar story. 

The truth of what 1 write is vouched 
for by my informant, who is a cultivated 
gentleman, a friend of both General Bris- 
tow and Colonel Weller, and a relative of 
the attorney who transacted all of the ec- 
centric.testator’s business, and whe drew 
up the will in which Mrs. Weller and

The correspondent of the Herald had 
an interview with Governor John C. 
Brown to-day, with revard to the origin 
of the troubles with the blaeks in Tennes- 
see. In response toa q pn to elicit 
that information the governor said: 


|’ °‘‘Our present troubles in Tennessce are 


attributable to the agitatlon of the civil 
rights bill. Until the sitting of the col- 
ored convention in the eityof Nashville 
last April the relations between the black 
and white races, for several years, had 
been of the most amicable character. 
There had been no disturbances worthy 
of notice. Masked marauders were not 
heard of. Under the act of March, 1873, 
public schools for both ra@es had been 
‘established all over the state. The white 
people were friendly to the colored 
‘schools, and had fostered and encour- 
aged them, although it was a notorious 
fact thot nineteen-twentieths, and even 
much more of the sehool taxes 
were paid by the whites. The 
negro was becoming both  indus- 
trious and frugal; and intelligent men 
everywhere indulged a hope that the 
negro would become not only a useful 
frecdman, but a satisfied member of the 
community. 
THE PROVOCATION, 

‘Under the inspiration, however, of 
the agitation of the civil rights bill in 
congress the leading negroes in the state 
gave utterance, in the April convention, 
tothe most inflammatory demands for 
their social rights. Many offensive ex- 
pressions fell from the lips of the speak- 
ers in that convention. Samuel Lowry 
demanded the right, under the law, ‘to 
take a white woman on his arm and go 
all around Nashville with her.’ Another 
speaker said ‘they did not want the 
white man’s daughter unless they were 
ladies and qualified and competent to 
be the wives of colored men.’ 

‘‘A short time afterward, at a negro 
gathering in Somerville, in the midst of 
a populous colored community, one of 
the speakers was reported in the local 
paper to have declared ‘that they would 
have the right to marry white women, 
send their children to the same sehools 
with the whites, ete, even if 
they had to ride in blood = up 
to their — bridle-bits.’ These and 
similar expressions raised a feeling of in- 
tense indignation and resentment among 
the whites. These events, together with 
the passage of the civil rights bill by the 
senate, produced a deep impression upon 
the whites of both parties. And so in- 
tense did the feeling become that in the 
canvass for county officers, which soon 
followed, in almost every connty in the 
state, the civil rights bill became 

A TEST QUESTION 

for office. And so overwhelming was 
the public sentiment of the white people 
against this measure that scarcely an 
avowed friend of that measure was 
elected in any of the counties, or even 
stood as a candidate of cither party. It 
is not difficult to perceive how such an 
tagonism of sentiment, especially in 
conmmunities where the negro equalled 
or outnumbered the whites, ripened into 
feelings of bitter hostility. Threats of 
killing, sacking and burning were made, 
or report.d to have been made, by the 
blacks, And thus this excitement, kind- 
led by the speeches of negroes at Nash- 
ville and Memphis, became more and 
more intensified, until it culminated in 
the recent outbreaks which have filled 
the columns of the press for the last few 
days. ”’ 

“What immediate causes, in your opin- 
ion, precipitated the late troubles be- 
tween the whites and blacks in Gibson 
county?” 

IMMEDIATE CAUSES OF THE OUTBRAK. 

“You readily perceive that, in 
the midst of the unfortunate ex- 
citement that existed in com- 
munities Where the blacks were very nu- 
merous, very slight causes might produce 
serious consequences. In the immediate 
locality where the disturbance in ques- 
tion occurred the negroes were numerous 
and lawless. They had been under bad 
influences and accepted bad counsels. 
Under very inadequate provocation they 
intemperately and perhaps without avy 
well defined purpose threatened to burn 
an adjacent village and kill the people. 
These threats were communicated to an 
excited populace with increasing exag- 
gerations, as they passed from lip to lip, 
until a formidable conspiracy was be- 
lieved to exist. It was thought that the 
negroes had an organization and 
meditated the execution of these 
threats. At all events, one of their num- 
ber confessed that fact, and implicated 
sixteen Others by name. They were ar- 
rested and cummitted, after a preliminary 
examination, to jail. I have no doubt it 
was the desire of nineteen-twentieths or 
more of the people of the county that 
they should be punished by the judgment 
of the courts, and but for the untimely 
act of a few rash and reckless men they 
would have had a fair trial under the law, 
and met only the punishment prescribed 
by statute. The people of Gibson county 
are intelligent and law-abiding. There is 
no community in this state, or out of it, 
mere orderly or more pacific. The fifty 
or seventy-five men who violated the jail, 
and cruelly murdered those helpless, un- 
resisting, misguided negroes are an excep- 
tion to the great body of the county. 
Every community is afflieted more or less 
with such men.” 

THE LYNCHERS TO BE PUNISIED. 

‘Will these men be detected and pun- 
ished »” 

‘I feel confident that they will be de- 
tected and brought to trial. The grand 
jury are in session, and the whole matter 

s undergoing a sirict investigation. 
am confident the grand jury, the judge 
and attorney general will do their whole 
duty, and that their labors will result in 
the indictment of the guilty parties, 
This hope is based upon my knowledge 
of the efficiency and fidelity of those 
agencies and the unmistakable indigna- 
tion of the people at the commission, in 
their midst, of a crime so shocking. If 
the parties, or any of them are indicted, 
they shall be arrested at any cost or sac- 
rifice and brought to trial. 


NO MOKE TROUBLES FEARED, 


“I do not think there is much reason 
to apprehend a recurrence of these trou- 
bles anywhere in the state., The danger 
lies only in the possibility that the ne- 
groes may be instigated to acts of vio- 
lence by bad men for political effect.” 

“Do you think the general government 
will interfere, or that its aid will be re- 
quired?” 

“IT donot. There is no necessity for 
such interference. The agencies cre- 
ated by the state laws will prove equal to 
the emergency.” 

THE MURDERED SCHOOL TEACHER. 


‘‘What about the Julia Hayden mur- 
der? Was she killed on account of her 
teaching a colored school?” 

‘Julia Hayden was killed by unknown 
parties. But, after availing myself of 
every source of information, and a care- 
ful examination of all facts to be ob- 
tained, I am thoroughly satisfied that the 
act proceeded from no hostility to col- 
ored schools, but that the men were there 
for an unlawful purpose, and, being baf- 
fled in it, they fired inte-the house a ran- 
dom shot, not intended to take life, but 
accidentally killing Julia Hayden. The

CARPET BAG INFLUENCES. 


‘‘Have negroes been much influenced 
by white men in their desire for enlarged 
privileges?” 

‘*There have been bad white men from 
the north and elsewhere who have associ- 
ated with the negroes, animated by a de- 
sire of private gain or political prefer- 
ment, who have done a great deal to give 
an exaggerated idea of what his rights 
and capacities of enjoyment were, They 
have thus effected a great deal of mischief 
in turning the black against his southern 
white friends, who are his natural allies. 
It is a strange fact that the negro goes to 
the southern white mah, who was form- 
erly his owner, for advice upon all sub- 
ap affecting his material prosperity. 

Le goes to the white man for advice as 
to how he shall plant, reap and sell his 
crops, invest his money, while he turns 
alone to the political mendicant, or more 
properly speaking, curpetbagger or 
scalawag, for advice upon all questions 
affecting his political rights. He culti- 
vates the southern man’s land, ploughs 
with his mules, buys his supplies from 
him and borrows money from him, ap- 
plies to supply his wants, ifin a state of 
gtarvation. ut after all, he applies to 
the stranger, anadventurer, toknow how 
he must exercise the elective franchise. 
As a general rule, when Iecft to his 
natural instincts, the negro is a do- 
cile, harmless creature, but when badly 
advised, becomes headstrong and unruly, 
There isa considerable number of bad 
men who sit themselves up to lead them 
who succeed in bringing about evil re- 
sults and carrying them where they would 
not go of their own accord.” 

EQUAL ADMINISTRATION OF LAW. 

“Do your laws give equal protection to 
the negro as well as the white man in the 
enjoyment of his civil and _ political 
rights ?” 

“They do. There is no discrimina- 
tion in the law between the two races. 
Our constitution and laws guarantee to 
both the same political and civil rights.” 

“Do the courts mete out the same jus- 
tice to the negro as tothe white many” 

“They certainly do, and I think in a 
great many instances that the mere appre- | 
hension that the negro may not get the 
full measure of justice has proved a 
source of discrimination in his favor.” 

COLORED AND WHITE JURIES. 

“Have there been any negro juries in 
this state ?” 

‘Yes, Lhave never known or heard 
of a trial, either civil or criminal, in 
which a negro was interested, that 
he did not have a jury of his choice. 
In my practice, which was somewhat ex- 
tensive before my elc¢ction. I have never 
known a case where a colored jury was 
not granted to the colored man whenever 
he made application for it. I think it 
is very seldom they desire it. Asa gen- 
eral rule they desire white men to try 
them on account of their great experience, 
sagacity and knowledye, believing that 
they will do them full justice. My ex- 
perience asa lawyer, before coming into 
office, is that the former slave owner is 
more disposed to give the negroes justice 
than those with whom they have only 
been associated since the war, and whose 
only aim has been self-aggrandizement 
and political promotion, caring ittle, if 
anything, for the material welfare of the 
blacks.”

the trouble with the York court, for it 
proved the suspension was based upon 
falsehoods, and was itself a conspiracy. 
The United States court, which after- 
wards did take charge of the kuklux 
cases, never found any subsequent to the 
session of the committee. If any of the 
grand jury were ever indicted for ku- 
<luxing and are now in the Albany peni- 
tentiary, Judge Thomas does not know 
it. There was an inoffensive white re- 
publican named Hambright, who may be 
the man referred to as convicted. A more 
harmless man was never tried. The clubs 
at Charleston and throughout the state 
have never been suspected of kukluxing. 
They were in existence during the kuklux 
trials of 1871, and were not even charged 
with connection at the time in any official 
manner. The trouble with Patterson and 
his white radicals, is that the kuklux act 
having expired, and the enforcement act 
only protecting colored people, they are 
without protection, and this is aroused 
by the attempt of Patterson and his ring

AN IMPORTANT INVENTION. 


A New System of Caulking Boiler 
Seams. 


[By Telegraph to T he Constitution. | 

WasHInaton, September 7.—Direc- 
tions have been issued to the comman- 
dant of the navy yard, who, in accor- 
dance therewi:h, has appointed a com- 
mission to examine and report upon the 
merits of a new system of caulking boi- 
ler seams, and it is therefore expected 
that a series of interesting experiments 
will be made during the coming week. 
The system is the invention of Mr. 
James Conney, chief of the boiler de- 
partment of the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works, to whom letters patent have been 
granted, Therefore, in view of the many 
serious accidents which have of late oe- 
curred in steam boilers, interest has been 
awakened in regard to the defects in their 
construction. Attention having bien di- 
rectd in tracing the line of fracture to the 
boiler seams, it has been found that here an 
objectionable inequality occurred, which 
manifestly weakencd the plates, The 
source of the evil is the use of an angu- 
lar cuulking tool, which produces an in 
denture or groove in the surface of the un- 
derlying plate, into which is forceda 
sharp lip on the upper plate; the effect 
of the groove is the same as the score of 
a diamond in a plate of glass. Undue or 
unusual pressure will be upon the boiler 
plate at the seam and upon the lap, de- 
stroying the tissue of the metal and pro- 
ducing a fracture.

Pursuant to the provisions of 
general orders No. 108 of the war de- 
partment, adjutant general's office, Sep- 
tember 3d, 1874, the head quarters of 
the army will be established at St. Louis, 
Mo., on the 15th day of October, 1874, 
and all communications and reports to 
these headquarters heretofore required 
will be addressed accordingly. 

2d. The following officers will be trans- 
ferred from Washington to St. Louis, 
viz: Col. W. D. Whipple, aid-de-camp, 
and assistant adjutant-general Col. J. 
C. McCoy, aid-de-camp; Col. J. C. Au- 
denried, aid-de-camp; Col. J. E. Four- 
tellotte, aid-de-camp; Col. J. W. Bacon, 
aid-de-eamp. Col. O. M. Poe, U. S. en- 
gineer’s aid-de-camp, will remain in 
Washington, and all maps, reports of re- 
connoissance and of exploration will be 
sent to them, there to be compiled and 
transmitted to army headquarters. 

3d. Col. W. D. Whipple will leave 
about October ist, and cause the re- 
cords, library and furniture of the pres- 
ent office to be carefully packed and 
moved and turned over to the quarter- 
master’s department for transportation 
to the new headquarters.
